Their livelihood de­ 
pends upon the success of their business and even a 
rather short period of highway detour in the tourist 
season can hurt them seriously. If a highway is re­ 
located and they’re marooned, they i-egard it as a 
death knell for their business.

So the problem of these businesses which live off 
highway traffic is a general concern in this period in 
which the U. P. faces prospect of major highway 
change.

Holmes Chides 
Draft Critics 


DETROIT (A P)-'T he draft 
should be done away with to­ 
morrow, if you can find another 
method to ensure ttie survival 
of this country,** says Michi­ 
gan's selective service director. 


But Col. Arthur A. Holmes 
isn't wishing himself out of a 
job. 


He won't go so far as to say 
the present draft system is the 
best possible.

There arc Michigan counties

W ith that in mind it pays to 
consider the firm belief of ma­ 
rine veterans that there is just 
one cause of boating fatalities 
—lack of experience. 


In addition to regulations re­ 
lating to life-preservers, fire 
extinguishers and a knowledge 
of weather signals, there are a | 
few basic rules that, if general- ; 
ly observ’ed, 
would 
prevent I 
most drownings. 
| 


A common cause of disaster j 
is the overloading 
of 
small j 
boats. The margin of safety | 
can’t 
be 
rigidly 
defined. It j 
might help to mark every boat 
with its allowable weight of 
cargo, human or otherwise, al­ 
though it is doubtful that any 
increase in laws and regulations 
is of much avail. Obviously 
non-swimmers of any age, on 
any kind of small craft, should 
have life preservers at hand 
or, preferably, attached to their 
persons. 


Overloaded 
b o a ts , 
leaky 
boats, changing seats, sudden 
squalls and wrong methods of 
dealing with choppy water are 
common ways for getting into 
serious trouble.

Since 
outboard 
motors are 
standard e q u ip m e n t , some 
knowledge of dealing with these 
machines is important. Most 
boaters know by this time that 
motor should be joined to boat 
by a stout line or chain to keep 
motor from going to the bottom 
in an unguarded moment. 


Naturally, seas of any size— 
also the wake of passing ves­ 
sels— should be met bow on. If 
a small boat is caught out in a 
summer blew, it is folly to 
head full speed 
for 
shelter. 
Throttle 
down, 
take it easy, 
dealing with each wave as a 
separate problem. 


Excellent insurance !s pro­ 
vided by stowing in your boat 
an anchor—with sufficient line, 
at least three times of the max­ 
imum depth in which you art 
likely to anchor. W ith a balky 
motor, a choppy sea, maybe 
night coming on, it is much 
better to anchor and ride it out 
than to fight wind and wave. 
Which brings up the subject of 
signal 
flares 
and 
flashlight, 
both of which can come in very 
handy on occasion. In fact a 
water-tight container with es­ 
sential 
gear, 
including

items together with chart and 
compass, is comforting to have 
on board even tho smallest 
craft.
